GERMANS ARE DRIVEN OFF. 



Ponther Shells Venezuelan Fort, but 
. I* Forced to Retire. 

The German cruiser Pauthcr shelled 
Fort Snn Carlos, nt. tho entrance to Lake 
Msracalbo, Yeueziieln; Saturday. The 
fort replied with four guns and tho bom-, 
bardment continued . for oue hour, nf tor 
which tho Panther retlreddn the direction: 
of Curacao. The fort Buffered llttlo dam- 
age and only three men In tho garrison 
wcro wounded. It la asserted that- the 
Panther was badly damaged. Port Haa 
Carlos Is , twenty-two miles from Ma ra- 
calbo and cominnhds the entrance to tho 
lake or Inner bay. . 

Tho attack upon .the fort was Vlthout 
any provocation on tho part of tho de- 
fenders. The. cruiser appeared off the 
fort shortly after noon. It Boon became 
apparent that she was bent upon forcing 
tho passago to tho harbor, and. prepara- 
tions .were at once begun to defend tho 
position. These preparations had no 
sooner been completed when there wns a 
puff of smoke from the Panther's port 
battery, and u. shell cnuia crashing over 
the fort The fort replied , Instantly, nnd 
for over three-quartern of nn hour a 'ter- 
rific bombardment wns maintained. Tho 
shells from the Panther mostly" passed 
over the redoubt, although several struck, 
but did little diimnKi*. 

It was believed In the fort that many 
shots struck the vessel, and she appear- 
ed to be badly used up, On account of 
tho heavy smoke which obscured tho 
scene it was' Impossible to tell the. oi.net 
effect of the fort's fire, -but tho Venezue- 
lans believe that several of tho Ger- 
mans must have been killed. 

When it became known In Maracalbo 
that a .German warship had engaged the 
fort and had been driven of! the excite- 
ment wns Intense, There were popular 
demonstrations of joy upon' the streets, 
and until late In the night crowda pa- 
raded the thoroughfares celebrating tho 
victory. Iti Caracas nil tho wnr fovor of 
a few weeks ngo broke out afresh. Bands 
paraded tho Btrects^ playing the national 
sir, ^Congratulatory speeches wcromndo 
on the street corners, and the 'city gavo 
Itsolf "up to celebration/

■. Vote's Oft* Coal Duty. . 

In the Houbo the bill providing for 
cool duty rebates passed tn short order. 
Tho five who voted against It were Oush- 
man and Jones of ^V^Bll^hgton, Gaines of 
West Virginia, Mondcllof Wyoming and 
Patterson of Pennsylvania. The bill was 
considered -under tlio operation of;a rulo 
which cut off. opportunity to amend. The ' 
only opposition to , tho measure came 
from some of the members representing 
coal States, who expressed the fear that 
the admission of Chluese-mlned conl' from 
Canada would injure tho coal Industry 
In their States,- 

Both Mr. Daltell of Pennsylvania and 
Mr. Payne of New York . expressed tho 
opinion that the bill would not. relievo 
tho' existing distress. They said It would 
satisfy public demand for .action nnd 
show the disposition of. Congress to do 
what It could. 

The Democrats, although they all sup- 
ported the bill, said, thnt coal should go 
oa tho free list, and when tho bill camo 
back from the Senate with a provision 
which virtually placed anthracite, on tho 
free list they apptnuded vigorously. Tho 
Senate amendment was adopted without 
division. 

Tho Senato went further than tho 
House,' for it adopted, nn amendment 
which practically puts anthracite on the 
free list, by adding a section to prevent 
the imposition of a duty on anthracite* 
after the expiration of tho time pro- 
vided for in tho bill. 
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FORTY TRAINS OF COAL A DAY. 



Heavy Receipts of Bituminous Fuel la . 
Chicago. 

Seven different lines of . railroads, . 
known as tho "coal roads," catering Chi- 
cago havo been supplying that city with 
forty train loads of bituminous coal dally 
since the winter set in. ' From 1:200 to' 
3,500 car loads, averaging thirty-five toss 
ouch, have been delivered to dealers each 
day, and yet the consumer has been un- 
able to understand why he cannot get 
what bo wnnts^when bo wahtsjt. 

The "coal roads" en tcrlngtho city" with 
tho product of. western* mines ara thcV 
Illinois Central, the Chicago and Eastern 1 
Illinois,. the Wabash and' tho Panhandle, 
They tap a mining region within a radlus- 
of 200 miles of Chicago. The' lines which 
haul coal Into tho city from the. mines 
of Pennsylvania, West Virginia and Ohio 
are tho Baltimore &nd Ohio, the Penn- 
sylvania and the Lake Shore. 
"When a tralnloiid of coal reaches' tho 
city the railroad peopio send notice to 
the shipper's office, nnd tho shipper at 
onco begins tho work' of supplying the 
consumer. He notifies the railroad to 
deliver so many cars to the '{team 
tracks," whero" It can be transferred to 
wsgons, or to his private yord,. ur, as la 
done with- certain largo customers, to tho 
customer's yard direct.
